Official Text Also Gives a 
Greater Leeway for 
Safe Shipping. 


Washington, Feb. 6.—The Ger-

statement issued today in regard 
to the decree placing the waters 
around the British Isles in th 
war zone, that Germany "docs not 
intend to molest or seize Ameri 
can vessels laden with foodstuffs 
for the civilian 
population 
of 


enemies.'' 


The official text of the German ad- 
miralty proclamation, 
transmitted 
by 
Ambassador Gerard to the state depart 
ment 
today, reveals 
that 
navigation 
routes to the north of Shetland islands 
and the eastern part of the north sea 
as well as a strip of thirty nautical 
miles along the Dutch coast, are not 
in the danger zone, but that the waters 
directly around Great Britain and Ire- 
land comprise the prohibited areas. This 
differs from the published report. 


The statement of the embassy 
to 
flay expresses the hope "that England 
will not make necessary a reconsidera- 
tion of this attitude by seizing Amen 
«an ships like the Wilhelmina." 


The Statement in Full. 


The statement in full follows: 
"The German ambassador has not ro 
ceived instructions regarding the doci 
Bion of the German admiralty, but ac 
cording to the text of the decision the 
following seems clear: 'There is not ung 
new in the communication made on i"eb- 
ruary 4 by the German admiralty with 
respect to' the attitude of the German 
imperial navy towards ships of the en- 
emy or towards neutral commerce. 
It 
is absurd to describe this as thei proc- 
lamation of a paper blockade of the 
British Isles. 
The commvmication 
is 
Eimply a statement of wliat has been 
since 'the beginning of the war the at- 
titude of the navies of all of the bel- 
ligerent powers toward ships of the en- 
€in V» 


"A few months ago the English ad- 
miralty proclaimed the closing of the 
North sea, the waters of which were es- 
Bcntially neutral. 


"Germany does not profess to close 
even the English channel to 
neutral 
commerce and she does not intend to 
molest or seize American vessels laden 
with foodstuffs for the civilian popula- 
tion of the enemies' country, it is to 
be hoped that England will not make 
necessary a reconsideration of this at- 
titude by seizing American ships like 
the Wilhelmina. 


"Germany, does, however, announce to 
the world that it proposes to continue 
to destroy ships belonging to the enemy, 
that British ships are employing neutral 
powers that, on account of the facts 
that British ships are employin neutral 
flags, according to secret 
instructions 
now knoAvn to liave been issued by the 
British government, bona fide neutral 
vessels may actually be endangered. 


"Although, according to well under- 
stood and universally accepted usages 
of warfare, naval vessels are perfectly 
justified in destroying merchantmen of 
the enemy, tlie German goveniment now 
Bees fit to issue simply a general re- 
minder to that effect, stating the actual 
radius of operations of the German sub- 
marines. 


"The warning may also be taken as 
in the nature of an answer to the offer 
of a prize of 500 poiuids, made in Eng- 
land for the first merchant ship that 
should succeed in ramming and sinking 
B . German submarine, an offer calcu- 
lated to revive the long abandoned prac- 
tice of privateering."

A statement from Petrograd 
yesterday contained the admission that 
the Russians had retreated in the region 
of one of the mountain passes.

Naval Bill Passes House. 


The naval appropriation bill providing 
for the construction of two neAv dread- 
noughts at a total cost of $15,600,- 
000, exclusive of armor and armament, 
was on its way today to the senate from 
the house A\-here it Avas passed last night 
without a roll call. 
Advocates of re- 
trenchment led by majority leader Un- 
denvood made a vigorous fight for one 
battleship, but lost. 
They succeeded, 
however, in eliminating provisions for 
five submarines, a transport and a hos- 
pital ship to cost more than $6,000,- 
000. 
The bill now carries $144,648,- 
902, or approximately $4,000,000 less 
than when reported from committee.

London, Feb. 6.—(1:20 p. m.)—The ef- 
fect of the war on British trade again is 
apparent in the figures given out by the 
board of trade for the month of Janu- 
ary. These shoAv that in this month im- 
ports Avere decreased by $3,020,000 and 
that exports Avere decreased by $07,790,- 
000. Food imports increased $36,250,000,

Glimpse of Early Fort Wayne As Preserved hy Artist's Brush- 


Main Street Bridge" and Its Environs, in 1872 
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Mr. Bryan to Indiana 


The visit of Mr. Bryan to Indianapolis, in the course 
)Df which the secretary of state crowded into portions of 
. two brief days something like half a score of addresses 
before various bodies and on various subjects, could hard- 
ly fail to be a notable event. Mr. Bryan is not a stranger 
to Indiana—^in fact, the eloquent commoner is a stranger 
nowhere in all this great country—and his counsel is al- 
.ways interesting and alwaj^s worth while. One may not 
always agree with all of jMr. Bryan's views, but one never 
fails to accord them profound respect. 


Democrats, both in Indiana and elsewhere, will do 
; ;well to heed the admonition given by the secretary of 
state in his address to the Hoosier editors, in which he 
declared that the democratic party cannot afford to stand 
with the brewer and the saloon-keeper against woman's 
suffrage. In connection with this question two facts 
stand out so strongly that they must be self-evident to 
every student of the trend of public thought. The first is 
t. that equal suffrage will not long be denied; that its com- 
; ing within the next few years seems an absolute certain- 
ty. the other is that practically the only organized and 
concerted effort to withliold tlie ballot from feminino 
citizenship is that engineered and sustained by the liquor 
business, which apparently foresees its own- doom as 
quickly as woman is given the voice in affairs that i:« 
rightfully hers. Mr. Biyan is doing his party a real serv- 
. Ice in warning it against lining up with the wrong: crowd. 
Speaking to the legislature, Mr. Bryan took a square- 
toed stand fur the direct primary, the initiative and ref- 
erendum and the constitutional changes necessar^^ to 
bring these tilings about. He advocated the largest meas- 
! ure of power in the hands of the people themselves, rather 
^ than delegating it to representatives—a position which 
even the most radical of Mr. Bryan's foes will scarcely 
have the hardihood to openly assail, however much they 
may privately decry it from a selfish personal viewTpoint. 
His warning that failure to redeem party pledges and 
similar failure of response to popular demand for ad- 
vanced legislation would spell defeat for Indiana democ- 
racy may have been unnecessary, but it was wholesome. 


Throughout his series of addresses to Indiana peo- 
ple on Indiana issues l\lr. Biyan was clean-cut and cour- 
ageous. He wavered at no point, and he left nobody in 
doubt as to his concei3tion of the duty of the democratic 
party in this state at this juncture. And if there be those 
incjined to resent outside dabbling in Indiana state af- 
fairs, let it be remembered that Mr. Bryan was definitely 
invted to come and tell us just what he thinks about these 
things. That he did just that, there can be no doubt. 


It is beginning to be increasingly apparent as the 
(days go by that the position of neutrality in the European 
war is fraught with about as many possibilities for trou- 
ble as is that of any of the actual belligtrents in the strug- 
gle. Delicate questions in endless variety are constantly 
arismg to confront the Washington authorities, and it is 
unquestionably true that no previous administration has 
been forced to face such a multitude of intricate and per- 
'plexing problems as are falling to the lot of President 
. Wilson and his associates. The newest of these, and ad- 
inittedly the most serious, is the Gennan declaration of a 
,;ttaval blockade of the British Isles, for it will undoubted-

wiU further add to the complexities of tlie situation as it

The accompanying jjicture sliows the 
'old Main gtreefc bridge" 
across 
the 
Maumee river as, with its environs, it 
appeared in 1872, when the oil paint- 
ing from which this picture is mado 
was sketched by Joseph H. Brimmer, 
the veteran artist of Fort "VVTayne. This 
bridge for many years—how many is 
not certain—was a familiar landmark 
in that portion of the city and BO re- 
mained until one night nearly a quar- 
ter of a century ago when some one 
put the torch to the structure and it 
disappeared in flam© and smjoke. 


Leading to the covered bridge, 
as 
shown in the picture, Is an open bridge. 
This crossed the old Wabash and Erie 
canal which, at the time 
Brimmer 
Made his sketch and for almost a dec- 
ade thereafter, was still in commission 
as one of the most famous of the coim- 
try's inland waterways. 
In those early 
days the big bridge waa not known as 
the "Main street bridge," but as the 
"Qay street bridge," 
Clay street then 
came down to the approach over whifih 
the canal bridge wa« reached. 
This ap- 
>T'oach was a rude earth embankment 
rarely broad enough for two vehicles to 
pass and in the period shown in the 
Jicture, when there were electric arc- 
amps with their power to turn night 
into day, was a dangerous place after 
dark. 


From an Oil Painting made in 18 -2 by Joseph H. Brimmer, of Fort Wayne, Picture now owned by City Comptroller William C. Baade. 


In the foreground of the illustration 
48 a heap of massive 
timbers. 
How 
these came there in their disorder and 
when no one seems to know. iMi*. Brim- 
mer says that at the time he made the 
sketch, forty-three years ago, the com- 
mon report was that these were tim- 
bers from Anthony Wayne's old fort, 
the site of which was but a short dis- 
tance to the southwest from the place 
where the hewn logs are shown in. the 
picture. 
It is a quite reasonable sup- 
position that the timbers camc from the 
old stockade, though it had at the time 
of Mr. Brimmer's sketch 
long 
been 
razed. 


The bridge over the canal remained 
until the earl^ 80's, when the construc- 
tion of the Kickel Plate railroad, which 
comes into the city over the course of 
the canal, made its removal necessary. 
At the time there was at Barr street 
a swinging bridge over the canal. Wil- 
liam C. Baade. now city comptroller, (o 
whom ]VIr. Brimmer's painting now be- 
longs, says that tlie artists sketch re- 
calls what were familiar scenes of his 
boyhood and that when he was a lad 
it was a favorite pastime of himself 
and fellows to go up to the Clay street 
bridge and "catch canftl bo»fs''"to ride 
down town to the 
freight 
wharves 
where the boats tied up,, much as boys 
"flip"' bobsleds and railway trains, ivr.r. 
Baâde's 
father, 
the 
late 
Christian 
Baade, one of the very earîy pioneers of 


Fort Wayne, was at that time the own- 
er of a Canal boat that plied the old 
Wabash and Erie waterway. 


The ''old Main street bridge" was a 
wooden structure and was built, it is 
believed k t e in the 40'8. 
It consisted 
of two spans that were supported by 
two shore abutments and a central pier. 
These Were constructed of brick. The 
one on the west bank of the Maumee 
may still be seen. It is in a fair state 
of preservation and for many years has 
kept up a pretense of usefulness by 
serving a« a bill-board. 
The abutment 
on the east bank long ago disappeared 
when the Fort Wayne Land and Im- 
provement 
company 
that 
developed 
Lakeside, constructed the dike along the 
river. 
Following the typo of wooden 
bridges constructed"-during the period 
that long preceded the building of the 
IMain street bridge, this structure was 
roofed. 
Allen county has had several 
examples of this type and the laSt of 
them to disappear was razed not long 
ago to make room for the modern áteel 
structure that spans the Maumeo river 
a short distance north of the town of 
Xew Haven. 
The Main street bridge 
Avas suspended from heavy arches of 
timber and in its day was soiuid 
and 
safe. 
Its usefulness was at an end, 
when in 1891, the present 
Columbia 
street bridge—a steel structure of canti- 
lever type—was built. 
A short time 
before that Columbia street had been 
extended to the river and the county 


commissioners ordered a bridge at that 
point. 


ITie "old Main street bridge" Vx-as the 
petted oKjcct of incendiaries and one 
of the favorite outdoor sports for the 
year-round season in Fort Wayne Were 
thé efforts to destroy it by fire. Even 
before the Columbia street bridge was 
built or determined upon frequent at- 
tempts to burn the 
ancient 
wooden 
structure were made. Twenty-five years 
ago last fall, while tlie old bridge's pre- 
tentious steel neighbor to thrt north was 
under construction, and almost complet- 
ed, the torch was applied to the bridge 
and it came near going before its use- 
fulness was ended. 
The fire -Ras ex- 
tinguished and the bridge servwl out 
its time. In 1891, after the new bridge 
was completed and in service, another 
attack was made on the old bridge and 
this time it succeeded. Whether the in- 
cendiaries did better work or the fact 
that the bridge was no longer needed 
and was an eye-sore whose protection 
called for less vigilance and activity by 
the fire department is not krtOAvn, but 
at all events the flames got a 
goOd 
start and the timbers, dry as tinder, 
burned like matchwood. 
The Are at^ 
tracted a great crowd. 


Beyond the covered bridge may 
be 
seen in the picture the "old apple or- 
chard," which once covered a large part 
of what is now the beautiful and popu- 
lous suburb of Lakeside. 
This ancient 
orchard for decades before the land and 


¡ improvement 
company 
acquired 
th» 
tract, for the development of Lakeside, 
was the favorite picnic groimd of the 
people of Fort Wayne. 
It wa» a fa- 
mous resort for Sunday picnicking and 
stupendous "beerfests," and notice that 
a picnic was to be given there on Sun- 
day Avas suííícicnt to draw a large part 
of the. populace of the city and sur- 
roiinding countryside 
to 
the 
place. 
Dnmkeu orgies v. ere frcquént and there 
were riots there of which Older iithabi- ; 
tants still talk. 
i 


The entire scene as presented in tha 
picture 
Brimmer so faithfully hat 
painted is now changed. 
Forty year« 
ago it had a rather wild and primitive 
Aspect to liavB been within three or 
four squares of the city's intense busi- 
ness center. 
One Of thf» main traveled 
highways from the east and northeast 
sections of the county entered the city 
over the old bridge,, the róádirtg lead- 
ing from thft farther end winding 
iii 
rather a tortuous fashion down a hill 
to join the road now known as St. Joe 
boulevard. 


The painting from which the accom- 
panying engraving waa made was pur- 
chased from Mr. Brimmer 
by Lwter 
Baade. who presented it to his father, 
CoPlptrOller P^ade. last Christmas and 
it is a gift that the 
preSerit 
owner 
prizes in no Ordinafy degree, for it pre- 
serves to him a faithful picture of boy- 
hood scenes that have been erased for- 
ever.

the law. The greatest objection to the 
law, said the governor, has been heard 
from lawyers, who objcct to being called 
"lobbyists." 


Although there have been a large num- 
ber of application blanks taken out by 
corporations, the secretary's office says 
it has issued no licenses. It is expected 
those having made application will take 
the benefit of the five days allowed by 
the law. 


Other Bills Passed. 


Other bills passed by the house today 
included the Jinnett measure to ex- 
empt veterans of American wars from 
securing licenses to fish and hunt; the 
Linfield Myers bill providing for ter- 
mination of estates after the owner has 
been absent from the state for five years; 
the Parrish measxire to pennit munici- 
pally owned electric plants to go outside 
of the corporate limits to secure pa- 
tronage, and the Simons bill, providing 
conditions upon which watchmen or au- 
tomatic gcoigs shall be placed at dan- 
gerous raUroad crossings in rural dis- 
tricts and in towns of less than 700 
population. 


Six bills were hurriedly killed, among

Meeting of Commercial Club 
is Held—Address by 
Samuel M. Foster. 


At a meeting of the members of the 
Commercial club, Friday evening, a res- 
olution endorsing the movement by rail- 
roads in Indiana to obtain the repeal of 
the two-cent per mile law governing 
passengir rates and the enactment of a 
two-and-a-half-cent law was adopted. 


One of the principal features of the 
meeting was an address by Samuel M. 
Foster on the subject of "Taxation." Mr. 
Foster declared that the present consti- 
tution provided for uniform and equal 
taxation, which was possible at that 
time, but was impossible now. At that 
time the tax rate was from 70 to 80 
cents on the $100, while now it is from 
to $5.50.. 
Tlie speaker pointed out 
that if money is loaned at 6 per cent in- 
terest, the legal rate, that from 
to 
5Vs per cent of the interest would be 
eaten up by taxes. 


Mr. Foster declared that under the 
present tax law, as held by the courts, 
the assessors have the privilege of ex- 
amining the books of banking institu- 
tions and if the law was enforced in 
many coimties the taxes would 
more 
than take the interest due the depositor. 
The law woidd close every bank in the 
state, if enforced, he 
continued, 
and 
thore would be the worst nanip ever seen 
for every depo=!itor wonld draw out liis 
money before the assessor could examine 
the books.

Charles C. Jarvis Talks 
About Health and 
Economy. 
. 


There are approximately ten millions 
of boys and girls enrolled in the city 
schools of the United States. 
If ono- 
half of these pupils could be pursuadcd 
to make gardens in 
their 
back yards 
and each one should produce ten dollars 
in vegetables and small fruit, it would 
amount 
to 
an 
enormous proposition 
economically. 
It Avould enable 
many 
boys and girls to contribute to the fam- 
ily support in a way both healthful and 
wholesome, and they 
could 
therefore 
continue their studies for a longer ntim- 
ber of years. At present not more tham 
twenty-five per cent, of the boys and 
girls in school even enter high school. 
They are compelled to go to work and 
become breadwinners in places usually 
harmful to their physical well being, 
and sometimes to their moral. 


The above is tho substance of a splen- 
did point made by Charles C. Jarvis, 
representing the United States Bureau 
of Education, who spoke at the High 
school building 
on 
Friday afternoon, 
under 
the 
auspices of the 
Woman's 
league, the educational department with 
Miss Flora Wilber, chairman. IMr. Jarvis 
came to talk about gardening and hia 
talk was right to the point with an ex- 
planation of the meaning the national 
educational bureau has in sending men 
to talk of school gardens, 


"The bureau believes," said Mr. Jar- 
vis, "a child with his head in the sun- 
shine and his feet in the soil is going to 
develop more normally, and result in n 
better all-round citizen than a child who 
has been hampered and limited in liia 
experience.

poseful employment is not fit; it is a dc- 
iicent system."

FEEUNnHE FLOOD 


New Pomp System Does 
Not Prevent Invasion 
of Back Water. 


With a flood stage of fifteen feet in 
the Maumee river, cellars in the lowest 
parts of Lakeside shows the invasion 
of water that the new sewage lift pump 
system, just completed, was designed to 
prevent. The pumps are working and ap 
parently lifting as much water as they 
were guaranteed to dispose of, but many 
cellars are i'ecei\'ing water. 
Mayor Ho- 
sey, the board of works, and H. 
jMoran, of the Indiana Engineering and 
Construction compaJiy, which built the 
pump system, inspected conditions Sat 
urday 
forenoon, after complaints had 
come in from lAkeside residents that 
their cellars were recehnng water, 
is not known just where this water 
coming from. 
The valves of the sewer 
mains at Tecumseh and Morton streets 
were closed last Monday to permit 
test to be made of the new pumps and 
they have not since been opened. 
The 
water lifted by the pumps into the river 
is of tawny shade that indicates it to be 
river water and not sewage, which would 
be clear and dark in shade. 
Evidenly 
water is getting from the river tide 
Into the drainage system through the 
sewer mains or throtigh some imder 
ground source not suspected. 
It 
was 
expected that the pumps would pre 
vent recurrence of cellar flooding from 
backed up sewage, but there seems to 
be a condition not cormted on. 
The

Takinir his text from John .19:38-39, 
Dr. Lyon in the course of his sermon 
l ^ d a y evening at the tabernacle, said: 
Joseph of Arimathea and Nicodemus 
were no ordinary men. 
They were the 
very highest type of the Jewish race. 
They were men of honor, purity, intelli- 
gence and ability. 
They were regarded 
as -the very flower of Jewish thought 
and development. 
They 
represent 
a 
large class of business and professional 
men of the present day. 
It is not only 
worthy of noting who they were, but 
also M'hat they had done. 
Nicodemus 
had come to Jesus at night, and it was 
to him that Jesus gave one of the most 
profoimd messages that He ever made 
to man, "Ye must be born again." 
It 
was in the council chambcr that Nico- 
demus made a plea that he had purchas- 
ed and brought an himdred pounds 
of 
costly ointment to the tomb to annoint 
and embalm the body of the Savior. 


"Joseph also was no ordinary man, 
for Avhen he went to- Pilate and asked 
for the body of Jesus, Pilate granted 
him permission to 
have it. 
Had 
he 
been a common individual or in fact 
any but of the very highest standing 
and 
influence, Pilate would 
doubtless 
have turned a deaf ear to him. 
But 
as it was he treated Joseph with the 
utmost respect and courtesy and con- 
sideration. 
Xot 
only did Joseph ask 
for the body of Jesus, but he took it 
to his own sepulchre on his own pri- 
vate burial ground and placed it there- 
in. 
Burial places 
in Jerusalem Avere 
A'cry scarce and overcrowded and fre- 
quently 
the bodies 
were 
sprinkled 
over with some decomposing material, 
such as quick lime and when the body 
had been eaten away the bones were 
thrown out, and the grave used again 
and again for other bodies. 
Tliis, how- 
ever, was a brand new tomb in which 
no bodies had ever been buried. 
These 
two men had done great work, for had 
it not been for them the body of Je- 
sus 
Avould 
undoubtedly 
have 
been 
tlirown out over the walls for the Avild 
beasts to devour, or cast into the pit 
to bo consumed by fire as was custom- 
ary with the bodies of criminals. These 
two men were doubtless very well sat- 
isfied with themselves, with what they 
were and Avith Avhat they had done. 


Had you asked them if they were 
Christians they Avould immediately have 
told you yes. 
But they Avould have 
added that they Avere not of the class 
Avho openly 
declared 
their faith 
in 
Oirist. 
John said they Avere secret dis- 
ciples. 


Were Too Modest. 


Then you would ask them Avhy they 
Avere not openly for Jesus and 
they 
Avould have excused themselves on the 
ground tliat they Avere modest and re- 
tiring in their 'nature 
and Avere un- 
Avilling as they Avould have 
expressed 
it to make a public demonstration 
of 
themselves. 
They Avould have hidden 
their Christianity under the cloak of 
silence and coAvardice. 
But they Avere 
not too modest to accept a higli tri- 
bunal of the land, the highest position 
Avithin the gift of the JeAvish people. 
•\Miat would you think of a man Avho 
Avould refuse to accept a high political 
position because it aa-ouUI 
necessitate 
his being brought into public notice and 
coming in contact Avith the people. 
I 
Avon't Avork behind the couiiter in a 
store because there I Avill have to meet 
people and Avelcome them nor Avill 1 
practice laAV at tlie bar bccause there 
I Avill have to come in contaot,Avith the 
people Avho freq\ient the court room and 
the lawyers office; nor Avill I be a phy- 
sician, for then 1 Avill have to be thrown 
among strangers and l)c suljjoct to gen- 
eral attentioji. 
"What Avould you think 
of a young man Avho Avouldn't get mar- 
ried because he Avas too timid and too 
modest 
to stand 
l)efore the 
preacher 
and acknowledge the girl as his Avife 
and be afraid "that, people Avould con- 
firatulate liim and he could not endure 
the public gaze. 
But Avhere 
there is 
genuine character, true manhood 
and 
Avomanhood. in the face of any 
^ e a t 
need or opportunity any natural timid- 
itA' or hesitancv is thrust.aside. 


Will Wait Awhile. 
Some say they Avill Avait a Avhile and 
be secret Christians and then if they 
get along all right they Avill come out 
and be avowed folloAvers of Christ. 
It 
sovmds to me like utterances in that 
book of Mrs. Humphrey Ward, Avho ad- 
A^ocates marriage a la mode, that is, a 
voung man Avill marry a young lady on 
six months' trial and then if he likes 
her they Avill get permanently married. 
Would any respectable Avoman submit 
to anything like that? 
Most certainly 
they Avould not. 


It is like the tree that 
^i-ants 
to 
grow beneath the ground until it gets 
to be a great big tree and then it Avill 
shoot its branches and limbs above the 
ground to the «rmshino and rain. 
It 
AVon't thoxigh for it is necessary for the 
sun and rain to strike the limbs and 
leaves before it can ever groAV to be 
a big. enormous tree. 


It is like a trolley car out on the 
track that says: "I won't trust myself 
to let my arm touch that trolley wire, 
no sir; I will make several trips to 
Waterloo or Kendallville to see how it 
goes • and then if it is all right I will 
put my arm against the trolley wire, 
but not noAv, no sir." Poor, foolisli car. 
—if it only knew it, by putting its arm 
against the trolley wire 1» the only pos- 
sible Avay that it could make the trip. 
Let me tell you my friends there is no 
sitch thing as a secret disciple of Jeaus 
Christ. 


A young man from the west was giv- 
ing advice to some young people about 
going into the Christian life in earnest. 
"Do you remember, boys," 
he 
said, 
"when we used to go down to the old 
swiraming hole, if we would stand and 
dabble our feet in the water we would 
shiver and our teeth would chatter» but 
when we got on the springing board and 
lumped head first into the water we 
came up splashing and blowing like a 
lot of porpoises. Then we lost our fear 
and felt good, so that was the way they 
would have to come out for Jesus Christ 
if they ever came, i 


Again, t^o men, Joseph and Nieod»' 
mus, might have said that they were 
afraid .to come out in the open and be 
avowed Christians because there might 
be some obligations they would hav» 
to take that t h ^ were afimid 
t ^ r 
might not be able to fuIlUl; fu|d if itey 
failed, it: would auk» i i i r m j t o i If 
tber M 
M » ' 
^ 


A young man would not go to college 
for fear the community might expect 
too much of him. Like the young man 
w ho said he would never mariry, but 
would remain a bachelor all his life for 
fear if he married a girl he might run 
away some time and leave. 
Such 
a 
course would make failures among men 
in all things they imdertook. 


Loved Praise of Men. 
Not one of these excuses AA'as.the 
real reason for the stand-back method 
of those two. 


"Jesus tells us the real reason of 
their indifference and timidity. 
It Avas 
because they loved the praise of men 
more than they loved the faA^or of God. 
Tliey feared the jeers of the croAvd of 
arrant coAvards, Avho stood around and 
who Avould ridicule them for being dis- 
ciples of Jesus Clirist. 


Note the Aveak defense of Nicodemus 
before the Sanhedrim. 
Any six-year-old 
school boy could haA'e done better than 
this. 
He did not Avant to stir up any- 
thing unpleasant Avith the people from 
whom he sought faA'or and political po- 
sition. 


But after Jesus Christ had been cru- 
cified they spent large sums of money 
for precious ointments Avith Avhich to 
embalm the body of the dead Savior 
for he could reason Avith himself and 
ai-gue successfully 
Avith 
the 
rabble 
should they care to ridicule Him that 
there Avas no possible harm could come 
from a dead Christ. 
There are those 
Avho say Avhen this union reviA'al cam- 
paign is over they Avill take a stand 
for Christ. 
It Avould be like a coward 
saying that when the Avar was over he 
Avould enlist. 
Now is the time especial- 
ly Avhen your influence 
and 
exiample 
Avill count the strongest in helping oth- 
ers to choose the riijht way. 


What They Lo'st. 


And Avhat did they lose by their si- 
lence and coAvardice ? 
They lost first of 
all the spiritual strength they 
might 
have gained by 
companionship 
Avith 
Christ. 
Henry Drummond Avas asked 
how students could succeed in athletics. 
He replied, "Practice." 
In 
sAvimming 
and cricket and 
rugby—by 
practice. 
How can Ave 
succeed in Christianity ? 
Practice, practice, practice. 


"And again they lost the fruit that 
follows active nggres-sive Christian juo- 
fession. 
The danger today is not from 
hostility to the gospel, but the peril 
is from indifference. 
The chuich Avas 
never harmed or hindered by antagon- 
ism. 
The days of hei- fiercest conflicts 
were the times of her gi-eatcst triumphs. 


Take the positiA'e stand for 
Christ 
that your influence may help somebody 
else to salvation. 
For every day 
you 
are either going to help or hinder. 


T remember iji a meeting not long ago 
there Avas a banker and a business man 
Avlio Avere Avarm, personal friends. 
The 
banker had lost his wife but a short 
time before and these tAvo men came to 
the tabernacle and the banker turned 
to the busuiess man and said: "Jim. 
let's go up the 
aisle and confess our 
faith in Jesus." 
But the business man 
said that he guessed not, that he didn't 
think that he cared to and so forth, and 
the matter Avas dropped. 
HoAvever, a 
short time after that the business man 
had been thinking over the matter and 
he turned to his banker friend, asking 
him to go along, and his friend replied: 
"No, Jim, it is too late. 
I Avill not 
go/' 
But the business man did go. At 
the close of the service I grasped his 
hand in congratulation, but he cried out 
to me his pitiful tale of Avoe and hoAV 
he had hesitated at a time Avhen his 
dearest friend Avas spiritually 
moved 
and noAV it Avas too late for him and 
he Avould doubtless be lost. 
He Avept 
like a child and I shall never forget his 
pitiful Avords as he sobbed thom out to 
me, "Oh, if i had only done that night 
Avhat I should have done my cup of hap- 
piness Avould be running oAcr. but as it 
is, I am filled with sorrow and remorse 
over the loss to God of the best friend 
I have." 


Lost Opportunity. 


MoreoA'cr these men, Nicodemus and 
Joseph, lost the opportunity for folloAV- 
ship Avith Christ and of bringing human 
comfort to our Lord. 
It Avas a crisis 
in the nation's life. 
If they had comc 
out publicly and taken a bold stand for 
Christ it might haA'e changed the en- 
tire current of JeAvish life and history. 


In a great church there Avas a pastor 
who Avas a god-like man and one of the 
most earnest Avorkers that I have ever 
seen. 
The parish Avas in ,the heart of 
one of the most fashionable sections of 
the city. 
The people Avere of the Avorld- 
ly kind and sought to serve God in 
their own worldly way. 
They possessed 
hardly a spark of 
Christianity. 
My 
friend, the minister, tried to teach them 
the error of.their Avay, but they said 
to him that if they couldn't 
give iii 
their oAvn way—the way to Avhich they 
had been accustomed to 
giving-—they 
Avouldn't give at all. 
And they didn't 
as some church 
members 
do. 
They 
started to starve him out. 
His wife 
was a-noble little woman and before 
they had l^en married she wm 
in- 
structress in one of the large colleges 
of the cast. 
They decided to stay at 
the church and save that parUh f>om 
the evil way into . which th© pci»pi« 
had grown or die in the attempt. 
And 
they did, in part, at least, the latter. 
The minister would go out in the morn- 
ing and -work as no man ever worked 
trying to arouse the« spiritual interest 
among his parishioners, but they turned 
a deaf ear to him, and when ho return- 
ed home more than once had fovmd his 
wife with her hands to the tear-stained 
face. These church members were do- 
ing what is sometimes done with a min- 
ister who doesn't "mind them." They 
were trying to starve him out 
and 
break his spirit, but he was teade of 
sterner stuff than that. He was fight- 
ing the battle for the Lord, and 
he 
meant to win out on these principles or 
not at all. He told me that his strug- 
gles during the seven years-he 
h ^ 
been there were such that nobody would 
ever know but himself and his wife. 
The Bud Cam«. 
The end came finally for one day this 
noble disciple of the Lord laid down and 
died. 
My singer and myself went up 
to attend tho funeral and when 
we 
reached the ehurch we found that the 
pliioe waa Uterally 
banked with 
the 
Aoicest flow«» sent by the parishion- 
er«. There were « « m l noted

them." For; it was true that he got 
little encouragement and commendation 
while he was living.

now. . Said a young pastor- to an aged 
miuiater that 
Avks dying,/ 
"Give me 
some Avord of advice that I can remem- 
ber." , He look^ up and 
said, 
"My 
brother, hurry up. and preach, the gos- 
pel!" If you are going to accept Christ 
hurry up and do it before it is toó late.

formed, a new policy was adopted. 
Treaties were made wit,h the 
In- 
dians and their property rights were 
recognized. 
Almost every foot of 
ground 
west 
of 
the 
Missi-ssippi 
River and mucli oC the ground cast 
...f the Mississippi was bouglit and 
paid for at so mucii an acrc. 
The 
government figured that tho Indian 
would not save his wealth, so it was 
put in 'a trust-fund. 
Tho govern- 
ment 
then 
became 
the 
Indian's 
banker. He agreed to pay the money 
over at the rate of so much a year 
until it was all paid out. 


Separate treaties were made with 
separate tribes so that tribes with 
vast lands naturally Avere paid the 
most. When all the debt was paid 
It 
was agreed 
that the 
Indians 
would Iiave to shift for themselves, 
but very few of the tribes have re- 
ceived all of their money. In many 
instances the interest on the fund 
has grown as fast as the payments 
and the re.sult has been that 
the 
tribe still has as much money in 
the bank as it had when the treaty 
was first made. 


Every member of the tribes with 
'.which the treaties are made gels 
-part of the annuity money. 
The 
more children the Indian has tlie 
greater is his income. The treaties 
which the government made with 
the Indians has had the elTect of 
pauperizing them. 
While some of 
the Indians have improved by con- 
tact with the whites, others have 
degeneri^ted into a lazy aggregation 
of paupers. The young Indians ride, 
play baseball and engage in other 
sports, but when they get past the 
iirst. few years ' of youth they spend

Teachers of tlie Indians say tlie 
principles applied 
to advance 
the 
white man siiould be applied to the 
Indian. 
In Kansas City a wortli- 
less white man, who depended on 
his wife for support just as the In- 
dian depends on the 
government, 
was reformed by having his sup- 
j)ort taken away from him suddenly 
by the Provident Association. 


No name would fit him 
better, 
perhaps, than Mr. Micawber. 
He 
hated work. 
He liked his "pint o' 
ale," 
He was always waiting for 
something to turn up. 
In one re- 
spect, however, he differed from the 


while she tried to make him realize 
his duties arid responsibilities. 


When all reasonable means failed 
to 
bring "Mr. Micawber" to 
his 
senses,. the visitor staked all on a 
desperate strategy. 
She knew that, 
his relatives in another city were 
w-eli able to take care of his wife 
and babies. 
She wrote them. 
"We 
know all about him," came the re- 
ply, "send her and the 
children." 
"Mrs. Micawber" 
finally 
consented, 
and It was agreed between her and 
the friendly visitor that she and the

When you do work you 
spend most of the money for drink.

You took the 
money that your %iEe earned away 
from her. 
You squandered it for 
liquor. 
That was not enough. You 
wanted her to borrow money on a 
sewing machine that belonged 
to 
her folks, and w|ien sh« refused to 
do so you abused her. 
When your 
wife took sick after working In the 
cold storage room, 
and we found 
you another place, you never even 
stirred." 


"Mr. Micawber shuffled uneasily. 
"So we sent your wife and chil- 
dren to your relatives," the visitor 
resumed." 
"She didn't want to go. 


"I'll do it." he said, and walked 
out. 


He reported every day after his 
work for several weeks. 
When he 
finally was able to provide suitably 
for his family he insljsted on paying 
their transportation bacft to Kansas 
City. 
Since 
that 
time 
h« 
has 
worked steadilj', and while a friend- 
ly visitor continues to "look in"* on 
the family, there is no longer any 
complaint from "Mrs. Micawber." 


As long as the Indian has no in- 
centive to work he will idle away 
his time, just as the South Sea Isl- 
ander who has no winter, or the 
grasshopper who lives only for th® 
summer. 
The ant works because ho 
lives and eats through the winter. 
The grasshopper dies and when win- 
ter comes his eggs lay dormant un- 
til the next 3'ear. 


The Indian has to live through 


the winter but the government sees 
to it that he does not starve. 
The 
Indian can ride to the government 
agent and draAV for food aiid blan- 
kets 
up 
to 
a 
certain 
sum 
each 
montli. 
Ho usually 
draws 
every 
thing a month in advance or buys 
on credit from private dealers. The 
dealers are on hand on pay day and 
take the money away from poor Lo, 
who never will learn to save. 


If the government gave the In- 
dian his money and let him squan- 
der it he would liave to work for a 
living. 
The pitiful part of the In- 
dian's career is that many of the 
young Indians have tine educations 
but fail to use them. 
Jfany Ijlanket 
.squaws were pretty college girls and 
could 
translate 
Latin 
and 
Greek. 
They learned to cook according to 
tlie most 
improved 
methods, 
yet 
when their seliool days were over 
they were ridiculed by their elders 
and soon went back to the blanl-cets. 
Men with first class educations, such 
as civil engineers or artisans, have 
gone back to tho wigwam life and 
like their elders are spending tlicir 
time wondering when the next pay 
day will come. 
That the Indian is 
capable -has been proven by some 
who have made good in spite of pa- 
ternalism. In athletics Indians hav® 
excelled. 
There are more 
cham- 
pions among the Indians per capita 
that there are among 
the 
whit# 
men.

OST all table souvenirs on sale 
for Washington's Birthday in- 
clude every trifle connected 
with the famous story of the 
cherry trees. 
Little wisps of green, 
holding two or three bright cherries, 
are stuck in tiny flower pots for the 
tree. 
The hatchet is celebrated in 
sizes that range from the tiny things 
made 
up as coat 
badges to instru- 
ments that look really big and real 
enough for the business of the cherry 
tree. Clusters of beautiful cherries are 
sold by the ton, these and the hatch- 
ets, six inches long, forming, with 
garlands of niarrow red ribbon, most 
effective garnishings for tables. 


Candy 
boxes, also used for table 
decorations or as souvenirs at chil- 
dren's parties where there Avill be no 
set "feed," are especially 
patriotic. 
These hold dainty doll torsos, dressed 
to the last notch as the great George 
3r his equally intei'csting wife, Martha, 
he gentlemen wearing a queue and a 
Dcked hat, of coursc, and the lady the 
op cap and kerchicf which her por- 
:iits show. "Old Glory" is seen on 
her candy boxes, the painted flag, 
. iih its section of pole, showing every 
star and stripe. Then the snapdrag- 
gon crackers break to disclose paper 
caps, made, too, in the cocked hat and 
mop shapes of continental times, and 
tiny brov/n 
boxes 
(for 
candy, of 
course) are on wheels with a tiny can- 
non atop, or they may be in the shape 
of a tree 
stump, 
with a doll baby 
hatchet sticking in up to the hasp. 
. These delightful trifles, which the 
children regard as greatly entertain- 
ing, are dear or cheap, according to 
the place at which they are bought. A 
number of the simpler favors may be 
found at the 10-cent 
stores, where 
"George Washington" paper napkins 
may also be securcd.

Tho earl was an Inveterate game- 
ster, and would rebel against leaving 
his game long enough to eat dinnexv 
One day, after repeated urging to at- 
tend to his eating, he ordered slices 
of bread and meat to be brought that 
he might eat and play at the same 
time.

"THE AUTHENTICITY OF THE BIBLE 


A Sermon By REV. WILLIAM A. SUNDAY 
(Ck)pyright 1915 By William Ashley Stin4|y.) 


'•But these things are .Avrittcn, that 
ye may believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Sou of God; and that believing ye 
may have life in His name. ' 


The question is often asked, '^Aliere 
did the liible como from?" and not very 
many people can tell you. 
I have been 
asked the question a good niany times, 
¿nd it Avas sometime after 1 became a 
preacher before 1 began to study it in 
an endeavor to help answer the ques- 
tion. 
; Hoiv do ive knou- the BibJe we read 
today is the same Liible that Jesus and 
the disciples had? 
How do we know 
that 
the New Testament was 
written 
by the. apostles, and how do we know 
that 
it was not written 
in luodorn 
times? 
Js tliero any reasonable 
evi- 
dence tliat the Bible is as old as wo 
suppose it is? 
^Y(< know tlie Bible is 
hero, the same as v.o knov.- a river is 
here; and the way to find out where a 
river conu'S froni is tu go to its hcaj,l; 
and tJie sanie with llic Bible, wi- go up 
the. stream of tiuie. and v>c lind tlirce 
old Bibles, 
the 
okh'i-t 
in 
existence. 
Somebody sayr>, ""iiow do >ou l^now tliat 
they. ar<? old?" 
'I'licv arc written 
in 
Greek capital letters, no sjtaccs, no col- 
ons, 'no commas, no divisions, ail 
the 
sentences are joined 
together; 
so the 
translators had to take it and put it 
together section by section. 
Thf tliree 
oldest manuscripts 
in 
<'xistence 
are 
owned by tiui tiiree churcfies. tiic iJrcek 
church, tlie lioman Catbolic church and 
the Protestant 
church, 
the 
Sinaitic 
jnanuscript, owned by the Greek church. 
and discovercil l».v Or. Tiscju-ndorf. a 
great scholar, who spent liis life study- 
ing old manuscripts. 
Jn the year ]<S4-1, 
in his travels, he was in St. Catherine's 
convent at tiie foot of ]Sionnt fiiuai, 
and as he Avas walking (Iov.ii tiie hall 
ho saw a basket 
standing tliore. and 
he looked at it, and saw that 
it con- 
tained a Gi'eek Old Tcstameni. 
Ho took 
about one-third of the leaves of 
the 
jnanuscript—some 
of the other 
loaves 


most a comjtlete copy of the 
Bible; 
Genesis, from one to forty-six missing; 
Psalms, from 105 to 137 missing; all of 
Hebrews after the nintii cliapter, four- 
teentli verse, missing; and it id consid- 
ered the oldest Greek Bible in the world. 
There are xaajiy others, j)crhai)s, but if 
so, they are buried in the convents and 
monastarios. 
That takes us back with- 
in 400 yoai's cf ,Jesus Christ. 
Tlie Alex- 
andria 
manuKcript is owned 
by 
the 
Protestant church, and is in the British 
museum. 
The tlux'e oldest miuiuscripts 
in e-Kintcnco. one ownpd by England, in 
the British museum; it has i)cen owned 
uy England since 1(52H, wlion it was 
presented to King Charles by Cyril, the 
patriarch of Constantinojile; and tiu-re 
are 
jihotograpliic 
facsimiles 
of 
the 
(¡reek manuscript, and of tiio Bonian 
Catholic munuscri)!t, known as the vari- 
cr>n, and the Sinaitic. and it contains tbe 
Old Testament and tho Now Testament, 
although not complete. 
There are only 
twonty-five loaves 
missing from ^!at- 
thev.'s goiipcl, of the Alexanflria maJiu- 
sf'ripi, iirid only iwo from •hsiui's gos- 
pel. mid thr(!e' from Corinthians: 
and 
Ihoro aro humlreds of manuscripts all 
of later exiitence. 
Tiioso 
manuscripts 
hclj) out to toll the Avorld wliero

Bible came from, and they link us to 
tho early Christian fatliers, showing us 
tljat their Bible is just the same as avo 
lipvo today, and tho men wiio made the 
King James Bible, they evidently didn't 
have accoss to those three manuscripts, 
and evidently King .James' version was 
made from younger manuscrijits.

Vatican 
manuscript. Avhen 
tlie 
King 
•James vor.sion of tiie Bible was made 
and trHnslntcd from other munuscri{)ti5, 
Avap in th(! lilirary at 
Home, and the 
jio])e Avaiin't fiiondly AvitJi tlio [»rotes- 
tants and would not lot them see these 
manuscripts.

Alexandria 
manu- 
sci'ipt was rocoi\('d in J'!ngland after the 
King .Tanu'S Acrsion was tnudo, but the

In the year 175 A. 1)., after 
Ciu-ist, there were three eminent 
men 
living, one Avas Cyril, the other 
Ter- 
tullian, tho fithor Clement, 
and 
tlioy 
lived in diiTerent 
parts of the Avorld, 
but thoy all decided as to tho authority 
of the gospels. 
Tertiiilian was born in 
Carthage, Africa, 150 years after Jesus, 
and his father was a lioman Centurian; 
he Avas educated in the bidiof 
of his 
heathen parents, and he was forty years 


old when he Avas conA'ortcd to Ciiristi- 
anity. 
lie do.scribe.s the throe gospels, 
aiul mak'es twenty-five hundi'od ((nota- 
tions 
from 
the New 
1'estament, 
and 
200 from John's gosjiel alone; he (¡uotos 
something from every 
version, 
from 
JIatthew. JMiirk, Luke and John; he Avas 
the first one to Avrite in Latin; 
the 
others wrote in tireek. 
Cyril Avas born 
BiO years after Christ; he Avas a friend 
of John, tho Baptist, and he says the 
four go.spols wore Avritten by MattheAV, 
Mark. T>uke and Jehu; he makes tAvelve 
hundred quotations from the New Tes- 
tament and (] notes 400 times from the 
gospel, and eighty times from John's 


gospel. 
Clement, of Alexandria, 
was 
born in tlie year 16.5 A. D., and 
he 
had grown to manhood before he Avas 
converti'd 
tu Christianity, and he ac« 
cepts the gospel as being genuine. 
He 
mentions .MatthoAv, Mark, Luke and John 
in their order, and he ([uotes o20 timea 
from tho Ne\\' 'les ta ment. 
Can you go 
back closer to Christ tnan tlrnt? 
Yea, 
J can. 
1 can go back to the A'cry apos- 
tles thomselvos, to .men Avho kncAV the 
apostles, friends of the disciples—from 
tiie iips of the apostles themeelvea; and 
how any man looking in my face today 
can deny that the Bible is the Word 
of (.'od. is more than T can see, and if 
he does so, he is either a jackass or a 
fool. 
Now, Goment of 
Home, 
and 
Polycarp, thoy carry us back to Avith- 
in 100 years of Jesus Christ; born Avith- 
in 100 years after Jesus Christ. 
Poly- 
carp was born in the year 
70 after 
Christ, and Clement of Rome, forty-five 
years 
after Christ. 
Jesus 
had 
only 
I/een 
criici/ied forty-five years 
before 
Clement Avas born, and John Avas still 
livhig, and perhaps others of the Tx>rd's 
disciples. 
Jf-rusalem had been destroyed 
three years before 
by 
Titus, 
72-73 
A. D., and Paul had Avrltten his Epis- 
tles years before. 
John Avrote the gos- 
pel that bears his name, and John Avrote 
tho book of 
Bevelations. 
Now, Paul 
mentioned Clement in the fourth chap- 
ter of Philippians. 
Clement of Rome, 
he Avas tiic friend of the disciples; he 


a v r s acquainted Avith the Avritings of the 
influential men of the church of those 
times. 
I am giving you evidence, my 
friends, outside of the Bible, although 
the mere statement, "the Word of God" 
ought to be enough for any reasonable 
man; but I am giving 3-011 proof from 
men that lived Avith and knew the Dis- 
ciples. and they tell us Avhat they knoAv. 
Polycarp had the advantages of christian 
training; he Avas Bishop of the C^hurch 
of Smyrna. 
Polycarp Avas put to death 
in the year 156 A. D., and he Avas burned 
alive because he AA'as a christian; 
and 
F^olycarp Avas a Disciple of John, and 
John 
Avas tho Tjord's Disciple. 
John 
made Polycarj) the Bishop of the Church 
at Smyrna; and Paul Avrote the Epistle 
to the Ephesians—all links in the chain. 
I preached in Springfield, Illinois, and I 
met 
men 
there Avho know 
Abraham 
Lincoln; 
and 
United 
States 
Senator 
Cullom, Avho died tAvo years ago, Avasone 
of the pallbearers that 
brought 
back 
Lincoln's bod}' after he had been shot; 
and they put his bocîy in a sepulchre 
out there, and some body snatchers came 


down from Chicago to steal his body, 
and they broke open the sepulchre, and 
had pulled his body out to his knees, 
and were discovered and took alarm and 
fled, and fifteen men opened their veins 
and they took their blood and that night 
they 
made 
an 
agreement 
that 
they 
Avould not reveal Avhere his body Avas 
buried until the State or the Govern- 
ment Avould make provision to care for 
his body, and for fifteen years nobody 
kncAV Avhere it A\'as hid in the capitol 
at Springfield. 
I have a cane that Avas 
made out of one of the beams that 
Avas 
in 
Lincoln's 
laAV office. 
There 
AAas 
enough to ina;kc fifteen canes, and f Avas 
given 
one, and 
I wouldn't 
take 
five 
hundred dollars for it. 


XoAv, Paul Avas dead before Polycarp 


Avas bom, but 
the 
memory 
of 
Paul 
Avonld linger there; he kncAv of the NeAv 
Testamont, kncAV that it Avas popular, 
and that it entered into the lives of the 
people; and he Avrote a short letter that 
tells of Jesus' resurrection and ascen- 
sion, tells about MattheAv, "Mark. Luke 
and John, and Paul's Epistle 
to the 
Romans, and others. 
That 
giAcs 
us 
proof of tho accurate Avritings of the 
NeAV Testament, and I don't doubt but 
Avhat the contents of the Npav Testa- 
ment Avas in the hands of men who 
liA-ed before the last of the Lord's Dis- 
ciples Avas dead—tTohn Avas still alive— 
and there is no doubt but that the NeAV 
Testament Avas in the hands of the peo- 
ple before tho last of the T»rd's Dis- 
ciples died; they kneAv it, and knoAv that 
it was the Avord of God, and Avhat big 
jackasses Ave are to put np our judg- 
ment in the face of it. We might knoAV 
men that shook the hand of Abraham 
Lincoln, although Ave didn't knoAv any-i 
thing about him; and it is just the same 
as a man putting up 
liis 
judgment 
against the AVord of God. It is strength- 
ened by what Pupienus says; 
he Avas 
bishop of the church, and a friend of 
Polycarp. 
He said that Polycarp Avas 
a disciple of John; and he Avrote a book, 
this man Pupienus. 
It is not incor- 
porated in the Bible at all and is a lost 
quotation, 
^lany 
of them have been 
lost, and those that have been jireserved 
are erroneous. 
And Pupienus Avas ac- 
quainted Avith the daughter of Philip, 
and he met men that Avere living and 
knew the disciples; and the Word of 
God is verified by the lips of men that 
kneAv the disciples, and kncAv them per- 
sonally. 
It is A'erified to us from tlio 
lips of men that kneAv the disciples; 
and Avhy should Ave refuse to believe the 


Bible? 
It is told us that Mark Avas 
a companion 
of Peter, and avc know 
he Avas. It is told us that Mark wrote 
a gospel; Ave know he did. 
It is told 
us that MattheAV Avrote a gospel; Ava 
knoAV he did. 
We knoAV that Jlatthew 
is the only one that did Avrite in lle- 
breAv; tlie J c a v s couldn't understand the 
gospel Avritten in Greek; and hoAv many 
JeAvs have been lifted to Christ by the 
reading of ilattheAV, so that they could 
understand it. 
But Avhy all this? Why 
has it been Avritten? 
"But these things 
are Avritten, that ye may believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing ye may have life in 
His name." 
That is Avhy; that is Avhy 
I am talking to you today; that is why 
Ave have ohurchc's, Avhy wo have taber- 
nacles and missions, all of these. 
And 
God has gone to this trouble to tell the 
Avorld that Ho loves us and Avants us 
to live and to do right. 


"I have a life in Christ to live, 


But ore I liveth, must 1 Avait 
Until learning can o-.earer ansAver give 


To tliis or that vague date?'' 


And, TioAV, Ixird Jesus, aron't you glad 
to think that this groat throng of men 
should come here today nooti just to 
hear somebody talk about 
Thee 
and 
lily Word? 
It only shows that 
tho 
mind of man is open to conviction; it 
only shows that men are anxious to 
knoAv about Thee; it only shoAvs that 
men are reaching out after God; it only 
shoAvs that there is a God, and that God 
cre.ntod us, and m.ade our hearts 
to 
knoAv Avhat 
a v o need; and that is Avhy 
Ave take the Bible, because it satisfies 
our liearts, and satisfies our longings, 
and giA'c.s us better thought tlian any 
other book in the Avorld; it gives us 
lots of comfort and joy. 
Jesus, I'm 
glad that these men have come here to- 
day. 
And, noAV, bles!> ul^ and bo Avith 
us at the meetings this afternoon and 
tonight. 
We thank Thee for tho Avis- 
dom of Almighty G'cd, and for bring- 
ing the Bible into tho lives of men. and 
into the land in A v h i c l i Ave live; that it 
is A v i t h us i n our homes of joy, in tho 
homes of misery and the homes of hap- 
piness: and bless us all, Lord, and help 
us, and may many volunteer. Lord, and 
come doAvn the aisle here today and 
take mo by the hand, and accept the 
C.'hrist that this Book Avas Avritten to 
reveal; these things are revealed, "that 
ye may bolicA-e that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believing ye 
mav haA'o life in His name."

"Mr. Hoagland, I am Freddie Brown. 
I have come to see if you will go to the 
jail, and talk arid pray Avith my fatbo". 
He is to be hung tomorrow for tho mur 
der of my mother. 
]My father Avas a 
good man, but Avhisky did it. 
1 have 
three sisters younger than myself. 
Wo 
are A'ery, A'ery poor, and 'lavo no frioiu!>i. 
We live in a dark and dingy room. I do 
the best I can to suiiport my sisters by 
selling' papers, blacking boots, and od.l 
jobs; but, Mr. Hoagland, avo are aAvfully 
poor. 
Will A'ou come and bo Avith 11s 
when father's body is brouirht home? 
The governor says avc may have 
the 
body after he is iiungr." 


I Avas deeply moA-ed to pity, 
i prom- 
ised and made haste to the jail, Avhcrc 
I found his father. 


.He acknoAvledged that he must have 
murdered his Avife, for the circumstances 
pointed that AA'ay, but he had not tho 
slichtest remembrance of the deed. 
He 
said, he Avas crazed Avith drink, or he 
would never have committed the crinii . 


•'^My wife Avas a ijood Avoman and a 
faithful mother to nij' little 
children. 


Never did I dream that mv hand could 
bo iruilty of such a crime." 


The man could face tho penaltv of 
the law bravely for his deed, but broke 
down and cried as if his heart Avould 
break Avhen he tliouijbt of leavintr his 
childron in a destitute

1 read and iirayed Avith him 
and left him td his fate. 


Tho next morniiiir I made Avav to the 
miserable quarters of tho children.

Thev Avore 
beautiful jjirls had they bad the proper 
euro. 
Thoy Avi>re 
oxpoctins: tho dead 
body of their father, and between their 
cries and sobs tliev would saA': 
''Papa 
Avas jjood, bnt Avhisky did it." 


In a little time two strong officers 
caino bcarinir the body of the dead fa- 
ther in a rude pine box. Thoy sot it down 
on two old ricketA' stools. 
The cries of 
the childron wore so heart-rending that 
thoy could not endure it and niado haste 
out of the room, leaving me alone AA'ith 
its terrible scene. 


In a, moment the manly boy nerved 
hiuisolf and said: 
"Come sister, kiss 
papa's face before it is cold." 
Thev 
irathered about his face and smoothed it 
doAvn Avith 
kisses, and between 
their 
sobs cried out: 
"Papa 
Avas g-ood, but 
Avhiskv did it. 
Paiia was irood but whis- 
ky did it."

F. Houston, in an ad(]ress before 
the Kansas Board of Agriculture at 
Topelia the other day, advised, a 
centralization of local government. 
He advocated a system for county 
government in the rural 
districts 
somewhat like the government of a 
college. 


He declarod that T\-lxiIe vrc have 
made progress in the 
administra- 
tion of our nation and our States 
and while the cities are striving tu 
govern themselves better, the local 
government of counties and town- 
ships is not studied seriously. 
He 


"If I were to organize a govern- 
ment for a rural community the 
first thing I would provide for would 
be a county superintendent. I would 
give him an adequate salary and 
money for traveling expenses and 
money to hire other experts. 
He 
must bo an expert, a man of long 
and successful experience in teach- 
ing. 


"In 
a 
rural 
community 
the 
schools 
ai'e 
cliiefly 
one-teacher 
schools, taught by a teacher who 
never attended 
school

high school.

"In our schools and colleges we 
study all about the economic and 
governmental systems 
of

ernments, but not a word about the 
government right under our noses, 
the one we are closest to, that most 
directly affects us. 
There is littlo 
or no study of the efficiency of local

ernments. 


"I would like to see established a 
department of some kind for the 
study of rural economics, the things 
right imder our noses.

local government." 


The application of common sense 
in the management of government 
affairs, either local or national, is 
often not done. There are too many 
politicians. 
In Germany men go in- 
to the business of town manage- 
ment for life. 
They can go from 
one city to another in a series of 
promotions just as a business man 
can go from one corporation to an- 
other. 
In this country a man is in 
politics for what he can get out of 
It temporarily. 
He always llgures 
that he may be beaten at the next 
election. 


Gov. Elliott 
Major 
of Missouri 
voiced a good sentiment at Jeffer- 
son City recently when he declared 
that the people want their States 
govered by common sense but they 
aro too busy to pay close attention 
to how affairs really are conduct- 
ed.

slaking; slaking is more easily done 
with hot water. 
The sulphur may be 
mixed to a paste and then added to 
the lime solution, or it may be added 
dry and mixed afterward. 
Hydrated 
lime can be added after the sulphur, 
before the sulphur or with the sul- 
phur with equally good results. 


Plowing early in the fall liberatet 
more plant food for the spring crop 
and 
conserves 
more 
moisture. 
By 
loosening the surface soil, thus allow- 
ing the air to penetrate, the soil par- 
ticles which contain phosphorus, po- 
tas-sium, and lime are caused to oxi- 
dize, which sets free these elements 
for the plant. 
The soil 
compounds 
originally are very- complex and ar« 
practically of no benefit to the crop 
until they are acted upon by the air, 
the solutions in the soil, and plant 
Juices, so as to decompose them anri 
make them much simpler. 
Fall plow- 
ing has a tendency to let the rains 
percolate into the soil better, whicft 
tends to dissolve and break up th«» 
compounds for the use of the spring 
crop. 


Bacteria, which are found in the soil 
j in countless numbers, generally work 
I better whero oxygen from the air is 
! readily aA-ailable, and these In turn 
I break up the organic matter of th» 
I .soil into simpler compounds, liberat- 
ing nitrates or nitrogen food for th« 
plant. 
This is ono of the most essen- 
tial elements for the early growth of 
the plant. 
It is often noticed 
that 
spring plowing will not cause crops to 
lodgo. so badly as fall plowing. 
This 
is explained 
by nitrogen 
being 
set 
fref» to a large extent in the loose, 
porou.'i. fall-plowed than in the mors 
compact soil. 


The moisture problem is also a, val- 
uable on«* from the standpoint of pro- 
ductiveness 
of 
the 
soil. 
As 
stated 
above, by oppning up the soil the fall 
rains percolato 
much 
more 
rapidly 
into the soil, while there is a mulch 
formed on the surface which tends to 
prevent the water from the subsoil 
going directly to the surface and be- 
ing evaporated. 
Early fall 
plowin* 
makes a reservoir of the subsoil, stor- 
ing the w-ater for the crop in 
th* 
spring. 
Often where the ground is a, 
little rolling, the water Avill run off 
before it lias time to soak in when the 
soil is compact and hard. 
Those who 
h a v e 
practiced 
summer 
fallowing 
know tiiat it increases chances for a 
good yield the following season, and 
this is largely due to the liberation of 
plant food in the soil and conservation 
of 
moisture. 
Fall 
plowing is 
very 
similar, only the soil has not quite 50 
long to bring about these changes as 
in case of summer fallowing. 
"Where 
possible it Is nearly always advisablfl 
to plow as early In the fall as possible. 


A USEFUL CEMENT. 


To make cement for stopping leaks 
and holes in iron pipe. etc.. secure 
about two pound.-? of iron shavings or 
borings 
from 
a 
foundry; 
add 
one 
ounce of 
powdered 
salamoniac 
and 
one ounce of sulphur. Mix with water to 
a paste and use at once, as it hardens 
very fast. 
This will resist heat and 
water and will be found useful for 
many purposes.

In a low-headed, well trained, and 
pruned tree we have/all the essentials 
for a profitable one. other things be- 
ing right. 
We have a tree that is 
easily managed in regard to pruning, 
spraying, thinning, and picking. 
Good 
labor for doing these things is always 
at a premium, and it goes 
without 
saying that the amount of time 
it 
takes for such an orchard Is less than 
for a high headed one. 
In the second 
place It Is a well-known fact that low- 
headed trees are far less subject to 
sun scald than high-headed ones. And 
the third reason Is that when orchard 
heaters 
are 
used 
the 
low-headed 
trees receive more benefit than 
the 
high ones.—R. S. Herrlck. 


Cats and large snakes are enemies 
of bird.s, the former perhaps killing 
more birds than any other mammal. 
Trees 
and 
poles 
supporting 
houses 
should be sheathed with tin or gal- 
vanized iron to prevent these enemies 
from climbing to the nests. 
Squirrels 
give mora or less trouble by gnawing 
houses, eating eggs, and killing nest- 
lings. 
Red 
squirrels, 
in 
particular, 
have a very bad reputation In this 
lespect, and many experimenters keep 
their grounds free from them. 
Some 
regard flying squirrels as but 
little 
better than red ones. 
Even gray and 
fox .-^Kiuirrcls are occasionally trouble- 
some. 
It is not necessary, however, 
that bird lover.»} should wage 
indis- 
criminate warfare again.st all squirrels. 
It is far better to adopt the rule never 
to kill a squirrel unless there is rea- 
son to believe that it has acquired the 
habit of eating eggs or young birds; 
the result will probably be that not 
more than one red squirrel in 
fifty 
nor more than one gray squirrel in a 
hundred will have to be kilted. Where 
squirrels are numerous they give more 
or less trouble by gnawing and dis- 
figuring 
houses. 
This damage may be 
prevented, however, by covering the 
parts about the entrance with tin or 
zin- 


Another means of attracting birds 
about human habitations is to furnish 
an abundance of food, preferably in 
food shelters. 
If one in unable 
to 
make shelters that will protect food 
in all kinds of weather, the food may 
be fastened to trunks or branches of

of 
their 
kind does not operate between those 
of different species. 
A dozen different 
kinds of birds will pursue their sev- 
eral modes of hunting and raise their 
families on the same Iqj^. but rarely 
two of the same sort. 
Of all 
our 
house birds, martins alone &re social. 
The fact that there Is a limit to the 
possible bird population on any given 
tract must be taken into consideration. 
When the probable tenants have been 
decided upon, the>selectlon of sites is 
In order, for the site often decides 
the style of house that is to occupy it. 
In the final placing of bird houses, 
care should be taken to have them 
face away from the winds prevailing 
In stormy weather.

In the south the only time to prune 
the 
ordinary 
grapes 
is just 
before

Theh

Carolina 
the 
weather turned hot the f.rst of March 
and the vines that had been pruned 
In the fall made shoots six Inches long 
while those that had not been pruned 
hardly swelled the buds. 


The last week In the montb

mercury cuddenly fell with a norther

After the freeze I

THE "INTENSIVE SYSTEM" AND 
THE "COLONY SYSTEM." 


Keep the brood mare working mod- 
erately nearly up to the time of foal- 
ing. 


There 
are 
two 
popular 
ways 
In 
which to raise poultry, the "intenrtve 
system" 
and 
the 
"colony 
system." 
The first of these alms to save steps, 
and accomplishes'this purpose. 
Long 
stationary 
houses 
are 
used. 
It 
Is 
easier, 
however, 
tb keep the 
birds 
healthy and to reproduce the stock 
under the second system. 


Under the colony system, the birds 
are allowed free range, the houses, 
which hold about 100 hens each, be- 
ing placed fr^m 200 to 260 feet apart, 
BO that the stock will not kill the 
grass. 
This system may be adapted 
to severe winter conditions by draw- 
ing the colony houses together in a 
convenient place at the beginning of 
winter, thus reducing the labor during 
the cold months. Tho first system la 
more suited for hens used solely for 
the production of market eggs than 
for those used to breed stock.

Whitewash is the cheapest of all 
paints for farm purposes and may be 
used either for exterior or interior 
surfaces. 
It can be made by slaking

allowing It to slake for one 
hour.

' A weatherproof whitewash for ex- 
terior surfaces may be made aa fol- 
lows: 
(1) Slake 1 bushel of quick- 
lime in 12 gallons of hot water; (2) 
dissolve 2 pounds of common aalt and 
1 pound of sulphate of Wine In 2 gal- 
lons of boiling water; pour (2) Into 
(1), then add 3 galloat of aklm milk 
and mix thoroughly, 
Whitewaah la 
spread lightly over tha suArace with a 
broad brush. 


The black Cayuga i.i distinctly an 
American duck, having been bred so 
long in this country that all trace of 
its origin Is lost. 
It is said that it 
was first found in the central part of 
New York, on Cayuga, lake. 
By some 
it is supposed to have originally come 
from the wild black duck. 
For many 
years the Cayuga has been raised in 
this country aud has been considered 
by those who have bred It to bo a 
profitable duck to keep. 


By some raisers it is thought to be 
as good as the Pekin for early markets 
and th© claim is made that it can 
be grown 
as cheaply. 
Tho 
farmer 
who desires a good, practical 
duck 
to raise on his farm in conjunction 
with other poultry will do well to 
give this valuable bird a good "try- 
out." 


More time can be spent in dressing 
it for market than is generally given 
to 
the 
dressing 
of 
white-plumago 
birds, but the profits will be propor- 
tionately as great. 
Duck raisers, like 
broiler raisers, are partial to white 
feathers for market fowls, but those 
who do not look with this partiality 
on the white varieties will 
find 
an 
excellent choice In the Cayuga duck. 


Cayugss are splendid birds for a 
restricted 
range and 
breed well 
in 
confinement. 
They are quiet, docile, 
and form 
a strong attachment 
for 
their home, evincing no inclination or 
desire to stray far away from 
the 


place where they were bred. 
Tliey 
are 
hardy 
and 
prolific, 
producing 
from 80 to 90 eggs in the spring, and 
sometimes they also Hy again in th® 
autumn. 
They are easily kept in good 
condition, but if fed too liberally they 
will fatten too quickly and will be- 
come too hca\T behind. The ducklings 
aro hardy and easy to raise, and at«

Duck runs should be disinfected a^ 
least once a year. 
This Is best done 
by growing a green crop in it while 
the dueks are occupying an alternate 
run. 
There Is very little danger of 
overfattening the laying duck. Steeped 
or cooked cut clover hay Is a good 
substitute for green food in the win- 
ter.

He shows the influence of militai'y 
training. 
The Cossack today is 
a 
model of elegance compared 
with 
what he used to 
be. 
He 
seized 
garments covered with gold 
lace, 
coats 
of 
silks 
and 
sable 
and 
smeared them with mire and tallow 
to show his supremo disregard of 
fine 
trappings. 
He 
wore 
coarse 
garb, but in the care of his wea- 
pons the Cossack has always been 
punctilious. 


His markmanshin 
was 
deadly 
and accurate even when riding at 
full speed-as that of the cowboys of 
the Western 
United 
States. 
The 
Cossacks have been expert swords- 
men for 
centones. 
Their 
profi- 
ciency in arms came f r o m their en- 
vironment. 
The steppes in 
which 
they sought their livelihood . wero 
covered 
with grass often so 
high 
that only the head and 
shoulders 
of riders appeared above tho top of 
it. 
Game was abundant 
in 
those 
thick tangles, fruit could be 
ob- 
tained easily, the rivers teemed with 
fish. 
The 
wants 
of 
the 
Cossacks 
were few and simple. 
They could 
do with much or little. 
A slice of 
horse flesh carried under tho sad- 
dle to keep it w a r m was a ration fit 
t o be called a luxury. 


But the Cossacks with all 
their 
daring and 
all 
their 
ability 
as 
horsemen cannot move as quickly 
as men on trains, so Von Hinden- 
burg had them bested. 


A Bird Sanctuary. 


WHhin tho limit of a 5-cent fare 
of Bridgeport, Conn., with its 115,- 
000 inhabitants, is a quiet place of 
ten acres of hilly country, set apart 
for birds and entirely given over 
to them. 


This bird reservation 
has 
been 
p^ced under the friendly care and 
protection 
of Mrs. Mabel 
Osgood 
Wright, author, for it was through 
her fondness for birds and her la- 
bor for them that the place came 
into existence, 'it has been named 
"Birdcraft Sanctuary" from the title 
of Mrs. Wright's flrst book about 
birds. 


Tho flrst precaution necessary to 
safeguarding was the bulldiag of a 
cat-proof fence around the 
whole 
place. 
The strong wire meshes ex- 
tend below tho ground, where It Is 
flrmly 
anchored,' Ave feot up Into 
the air. wherd the top ta.tQmed baek 
away from tlie « r o v B ^ iplveTeatlnf 
any animal f f m * wrmiimxImt VL 
Aa u y t i i m w m m i i l a i M L m « t 


separate a p a r t m e n t houses for the 
birds. 
Tlie other post is much low- 
er and its top is hollowed out, form- 
ing a high and safe drinking basin 
and bathing place for the birds. 


Just within this gateway is an 
artistic low structure, or bungalow, 
litting 
so 
perfectly into its sur- 
roundings that it may seem to have 
grown there. 
This bungalow is the 
home of the caretaker, whose prov- 
ince it is to keep all birdland well 
guarded 
an 
well 
supplied 
with 
food. 
There are m a n y little bird- 
houses on or n e a r the 
bungalow, 
and lunch counters, too, all ready to 
servo meals of corn, crumbs, suet« 
seeds or nuts at any hour. 


On going through the wire fence, 
one finds the nesting places of cat- 
birds and thrushes hidden in 
t h a 
low bushes near the ground. 
Sud- 
denly a peabody bird darts out from 
a bush a t one side and flies to a 
nearby tree, where he can watcli 
the callers as they follow the wind- 
ing trail down to t h e pond, where 
tho water birds m a y build in the 
rushes or tho tall tangles. 
There 
arc birdhousea of all sizes and kinds 
fastened to tho trees, 
from 
one 
small enough for the tiny house- 
wren to one large enough for an 
owl or a duck. 
There 
is 
food 
everywhere. 
Suet is tied 
to 
the 
branches and there are large lunch 
counters on t h e ground, sheltered 
f r o m the weather by a thick shield 
of 
cornstalks. 
These 
enclosure* 
resemble 
a 
tent 
with 
the 
front 
thrown open to the w a r m sun. 
On 
this snug fioor are to be found sand, 
cracked corn and nuts. 
There are 
berry-bearing trees and shrubs • in 
large A'ariety 
which 
furnish the 
birds with many a favorite meal. 
Besides the pond of running water 
provided by the city of Bridgeport, 
there are rocks hollowed out and 
kept filled with water. 


Although part of the mission of 
the "Birdcraft Sanctuary" is to in- 
terest and to instruct the people of 
the surrounding country in regard 
to its bird life, its primary obiect la 
the preservation 
of 
native birds, 
both for tho sake of their beauty 
and their song and because of their 
economic value. 
In order that the 
feathered tenants of the sanctuary 
homes may be left in perfect quiet 
during 
the 
nesting 
season, 
the 
grounds will be closed to the publle 
in the spring and early summer.

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Mr. Bryan to Indiana 


The visit of Mr. Bryan to Indianapolis, in the course 


jof -which the secretary of state crowded into portions of 
two brief days something like, half a score of addresses 
before various bodies and on various subjects, could hard- 
ly fail to be a notable event. .Mr. Bryan is not a stranger 
to Indiana-—in fact, the eloquent commoner is a stranger 
nowhere in all this great country—and his counsel is al- 
ways interesting; and always worth while. One may not 
always agree with all of Mr. Bryan's views, but one nevci 
fails to accord them profound respect, 


Democrats, both in Indiana and elsewhere, will do 


•well to heed the admonition given by the secretary ot 
state in his address to the Hoosier editors, in which he 
declared that the democratic party cannot afford to stanc 
•with the brewei- and the saloon-keeper against woman' 
suffrage; In connection with this question two fact 
stand out so strongly that they must be self-evident t 
every student of the trend of public thought. • The first is 
that'equal suffrage will not,long be denied; that its corn-1 


: ing within the next few years seems an absolute certain- 
ty; The other is that practically the only organized and 
concerted effort to -withhold th'e ballot from feminine 
citizenship is that engineered and sustained by the liquor 
business, which apparently foresees its own doom as 
quickly as woman is given the voice in affairs that b 
rightfully hers. Mr. Bryan is doing his party a real serv- 
ice in warning it against lining up with the wrong crowd. 


. Speaking to the legislature, Mr. Bryan took a square- 


toed stand i'o'r the direct primary, the initiative and ref- 
erendum and the constitutional changes necessary to 
bring these things about. He advocated the largest meas- 
ure of power in the hands of the people themselves, rather 
than delegating it to representatives—a position which 
even the must radical ut! -Mr. Bryan's foes will scarcely 
have the hardihood to openly assail, however much they 
may privately decry it from a seliish personal viewpoint, 
His warning' that failure to redeem party pledges and 
similar failure of response to popular demand for ad- 
vanced legislation would spell defeat for Indiana clemoc- 
3:acy may have been unnecessary, but it was wholesome.

ple on Indiana issues Mr. Bryan was clean-cut and cour- 
ageous. He wavered tit no point, and he left nobody in 
doubt as to his conception of the- duty of the democratic 
party in this state at this junr.ture.

Indiana state af- 
fairs, let it. bo, remembered that, Mr. Bryan was definitely 
invted to come and tell us just, what he thinks about, those 
things.

As long as the Indian has no in- 


centive to work be will idle away 
his time, just as the South Sea Isl- 
ander who has no winter, or tho 
grasshopper who lives only for the 
summer. The nut Works because he 
Jives and cuts through the winter. 
The grasshopper dies and when win- 
ter comes his eggs lay dormant un- 
til the next year. 


The Indian has lo live through- 


the winter but the government sees 
to it that he does not starve. The 
Indian can ride to the government 
agent and draw for food and blan- 
kets up to a certain sum each 
month. 
He usually draws every 


thing a month in advance or buys 
on credit from private dealers. The 
dealers are-on hand on pay day andl 
take tlie money away from poor Lo, 
•who never will leant to save. 


If tho government gave the In- 


dian his money and l«t him squan- 
der it he would have to work for ft 
living. The pitiful part of the In- 
dian's career is that many ,of the 
young Indians have fine educations 
but fail to use them. Many blanket 
sciunws were pretty college girls and 
could translate Latin and Greek. 
They learned to cook according to 
the most improved methods, yet 
when their school days were over 
they were ridiculed by their elders 
and soon went back to the blankets. 
Men with first class educations, such 
as civil engineers or artisans, have 
sone back to the wigwam lifo and 
like their elders are spending their 
time wondering when the next pay- 
day will come. That Ihe Indian is 
capable has been proven by somo 
who have made good in spite of pa- 
ternalism. In athletics Indians havt 
excelled. 
There arc more, cham- 


pions among the Indians per capita 
that there are among 
the whit» 


men.

effects were introduced then for the 
first time.

When Servian 


spies at Austrian Mitrovitz needed 
a means1 that would convey certain 
military information of importance 
to the troops in Servian Mitrovitz 
right across the broad and deep 
Save they decided to employ ducks. 


The ferry across the river had 


been destroyed. The banks of the 
river were carefully patroled and 
watched by the Austro-Hungarians 
and how to get information to th« 
other side was 
a 
problem over 


which the spies at Austrian Mitro- 
vitz pondered long. The only crea- 
ture that could show itself on the 
river was a duck. The ducks have 
a habit of remaining near 
their 


habitat and for this reason were 
not suited to the carrying of mes- 
sages. 


So the spies decided on an in- 


Cenious plan. 
Each duck to bs 


seen on the river represented a com- 
pany of Austro-Hungarian troops. 
When the ducks were east of tha 
ferry it meant that the decrease or 
increase in number of 
Austrian- 


Hungarians in Mitrovitz was due to 
the arrival of troops from (or de- 
parture to the east. The same ap- 
plied to ducks seen west of 
the 


ferry. Departures were announced 
in the morning and the arrivals in 
the afternoon this arrangement per- 
mitting an accurate system of field

Irr some manner the Austro-Hun- 


garians learned of the mission 
of 


tlio ducks and bought up every one 
they could find. Some of the offi- 
cers favored the arrest of those 
Serbs 
who 
violently 
protested 


against the transfer of the owner- 
ship, but the officer in command 
thought this would ruin his plans. 


Thereafter the ducks continued to 


enjoy their swims on the river. But 
this time the Austrians determined 
the number of birds that were to 
be given this privilege. It ia as- 
ported bore that the number of 
ducks on the water was woefully 
within the keeping of Austrian sol- 
iliers in Austrian Mitrovitz and that 
in this manner the Servian Army 
was often deceived. 


But one day no ducks appeared 


on the Save. The Austro-Hungar- 
inn troops had evacuated Mitrovitz 
that nicht, some moving up and 
some down the river. It was for 
some such signal that the com- 
mander of the Timok division had 
been waiting. 


That evening he took his forco 


across the river, occupied some ter- 
ritory five kilometers west of Mitro- 
vitz and was banqueted that night 
by the Austrian Serbs. 


Towards morning, in the still gray 


dawn when, man's vitality is low- 
est, as tho Savants

when banqueters are not supposed,

Austrian troops descended upon the 
Timok division and finished the ca- 
reer of one of Servia's most fam-.

PLOWING AFFECTS 


SOIL FERTILITY 


By TV. IT. FRAZDER 


PlowinK early in the f»ll liberate! 


more plant food for the spring crop 
ind conserves more- moisture. 
By 


loosenniK the surface soil, thus allow- 
in!; the. air to penetrate, the soil par- 
ticles which contain phosphorus, po- 
tassium, nnd lime are caused to oxi- 
dize, which sets free these element* 
for the plant. 
The soil compound* 


originally are very complex and ar« 
practically of no benefit to the crop 
until they are ac.ted upon by the air. 
the solutions in the soil, and plant 
juices. EO as to decompose them and 
make them much simpler. Fall plow- 
ing has a tendency to let the rain* 
percolate into the soil better, which 
tends to dissolve and break up th» 
compounds for the us» of ths spring 
crop. 


Bacteria, which are. found In the soil 


I in comitlefs numbers, generally work 


better where uxygen from the nir Is 
readily available, and these. In turn 
break up tlio organic matter of th» 
soil into simpler compounds, liberat- 
itiK nitrates or uiirofcn food for ths 
plant. This is ono of the. most essen- 
tial elcnipnts for tho parly growth of 
'he plnnt.

The popular hero of Germany to- 


day is Field Marshal Von Hiuden- 
tiurg. Von Moltke may be a great 
commander in chief, Von Kluck 
may be entitled to credit for his 
near approach to Paris, the Crown 
Prince may deserve, honor for his 
successes against France, but Von 
Ilindenburg is the man the Germans 
delight to honor and to -whom they 
send from 300 to 400 letters of con- 
gratulation daily for his success in 
holding back the great forces o£ the 
Russians. 


"When the European war broke 


out the Germans expected to be in 
Paris by Christmas. They expected 
as swift, a victory as was won in the 
Franco-Prussian war. 
They knew 


the ISnglish army is small and ex- 
pected little resistance from the GO,- 
000 trained soldiers of Belgium. 
They knew the French were not as 
well trained as the Germans and de- 
cided that alter a few smashing vic- 
tories the backbone of French de- 
fense would bo shattered. 


Then they expected to turn on tho 


Russians with a huge army and 
fight against the overwhelming odds 
in the east. 
All they counted on 


doing in the early stages of the war 
was "to fight on equal terms with the 
Russians. 
At the most they .ex- 


pected the eastern forces to hold 
back the Slavic 'fighters for a few 
months when armies could be re- 
leased from France, but victory was 
not swift in France. 
Hardly any 


advance has been made since the 
early fall and the defense of tho 
cast has been left to the compara- 
tively small army o£ Von Hind.cn- 
burg. 


An American newspaper corres- 


pondent who was granted an inter- 
view with the rock of the Russian 
frontier against which tho waves of 
Cossacks spent their force without 
avail, asked the now famous chief- 
tain how ho happened to win sunn 
notable successes in holding back 
the Russian forces for So Ion?.

BIUI'JJAXT KISE OF 
MltlTAKY H12KO. 


Gen. Paul von Beneckendorff and 


Hindenburg received his marshal's 
baton from the Kaiser about two 
months ago for defending the Rus- 
sian border. This had added to a 
notable history of military service 
for Germany. He is a native of 
Posen, continuing a Ions line of 
army officers in his family. 
His 


lather, Robert von Beneekenilorlt 
and Hlndenburg, had 
served as • 


Major. 
The son early chose an 


army career and to that end had 
training at a military academy. 


Ever since Paul von Benecken- 


dorfE and Hir.denburjj entered tho 
army, which he did in 1SGG as 
Lieutenant, he has been known af- 
fectionately as one of the old guard, 
first and last a soldier. In his very 
first year of service he was ut the 
front in tho war with Austria. 


In. this campaign, at the second 


battle o£ Trautonau on June 28, he 
distinguished himself in the suc- 
cessful assault of the village Soor, 
by the first division of the third 
Prussian foot guards. The division 
was under command of Gen. llillcr 
von Gacrtringcn. 
The following 


day the young Lieutenant was con- 
spicuous in the taking of Koenlgs- 
hnf by the same guard division.. 
Within a week he was in another 
engagement, the battle of Koenis- 
graetz. 


Lieutenant Hindcnburg served 


through the Franco-Prussian "VVar, 
beginning in 1370. 
His regiment, 


which was first engaged at the bat- 
tles of St. Privat and Sedan, became 
part of the army which besieged 
Paris. For extraordinary conduct 
during these campaigns he was dec- 
orated with the badge of the red 
eagle, fourth class, with the appro- 
priate swords, and with the iron 
cross, second class- 


In 1572, after the close of the 


war, he was advanced to First Lieu- 
tenant. From 1S73 to 1S7G he at- 
tended the stuff college. 
In 1S77 


ho was assigned to the general 
staff and in 1S7S became Captain 
of the Second Army Corps. In 1SS1 
he was advanced to the First Di- 
vision, and in 1SS4 became chief 
Captain of the Fifty-eighth Infan- 
try Regiment. . 


He was made Major on the gen- 


eral siaft in 18Sr>. being transferred 
to the Third Army Corps in JS?8. 
After three years" service in the 
"War Office as division chief he be- 
came Lieutenant Colonel, and in 


.I.S3G was apointcd Commander ot 
the Ninety-first Infantry Regiment. 


As Colonel in 1S05 he was ap- 


pointed Chief of the General Staff 
of the Eighth Army Corps; a year 
later was made Major General, and 
in 1900 Lieutenant 
General, in 


which capacity he commanded for 
three years the Twenty-eighth Di- 
vision in Karlsruhe. He soon was 
promoted to the post of Command- 
ing General of tile Fourth Army 
Corps, a position he held for seven 
years. 


Beginning in 130.r, as a general 


of infantry he served as umpire at 
several 
maneuvers, and at the 


maneuver in 1910 was chief um- 
pire. 


Tn 1011 lie handed in his resig- 


nation, which was regretfully ac- 
cepted- 
At the outbreak of the 


present war he reported at the War 
Office for duty and received ^n rec- 
ognition ot his service the post of 
Chief Commander in tho Bast.

"When a General is assigned to 


the duty of lighting the Russians 
he has to take in consideration Ihc 
Cossacks. These daring fighters of 
the Slav Empire have a reputation 
centuries old. Since Russia became 
a nation no foreign troops have 
ever successfully invaded the coun- 
try for many miles. The Crimean 
War was fought in the south end 
of Russia. " True it is that Napoleon 
reached Moscow, hut he f"".:n..l the 
brave Cossacks had burned their 
own city and destroyed their own

food rather than let Xapoleon have 
it. It was against such daring men 
that Von Hindenburg was directed 
to go. 


The popular conception ot the 


Cossack is a whiskered atrocity who 
' rides with the speed of the wind, 


conies to do acts of pillage and of 
rapine and then goes back again 
into the bosom o£ the tall grass from 
whence he came. 
By many he is 


supposed to belong to a legendary 
tribe whose histoty stretches back 
into the blackness of the Dark 
Ages from which he has not yet 
emerged. 


The Cossack is in many respects 


like the simple Russian peasant: 
in others he is like the cowboy of 
the Western plains, whose home is 
as much in the saddle as in his own 
village. Far from being oppressors, 
Ihe Cossacks were once known en- 
tirely as the defenders of the poor 
and the wronged. They belonged 
to an order of rustic chivalry^ the 
K37.ache.stvo, the Knights of free- 
dom. 


The name Kazak is of Tartar

It 


was npr'i-'l to men who. driven 
from 
the more 
s«UU» countries 


centuries saw the Cossacks devel- 
oped into communities living in the 
neighborhood of tne River Dnieper 
and riding hither and thither to 
keep watch and ward over the do- 
main of the iSmperor. 


The cowboy guards of the great 


Southwest in this country, who are 
now disappearing from our Ameri- 
can life, arc Cossacks in spirit. 
When 
they become cavalrymen, 


Texas Rangers or Rough Riders they 
arc American Cossacks. 


There were some criminals among 


tho Cossacks, but once they had 
enrolled in the Cossack legions they 
loft behind them all their past 
Some were exiles for political rea- 
sons, others had been hunted for 
taking into their own hands the 
avenging of wrongs. 
And what 


avails a r.ame. after all? What is 
more convenient in changing from 
a constrained state of society to one 
which is unfettered than to chance 
the title by which one is known 
among his fellow men? When the 
officers of 'he state came intiuirinc 
into the Cossack encampments for 
Lemctri this and Ivan that nothing 
was known of them at all. for the 
Cos-sacks permitted men to divest 
themselves of former titles and to 
begin the free life with a new no- 
menclature. To them the newcom- 
ers were "Bis: Nose." 'Yellow Hut- 
tons" or some other nicknamed 
comrade; 


While other persons paid taxes. 


the Cossack was subject to no such 
inconvenient levy. His share was

come more or less conventional as 
the years have gone. We sec him 
in the long coat of brown or

He shows the influence of military 
training. The Cossack today is a 
model of elegance compared with 
what he used to 
be. He 
seized 


garments covered with gold 
lace, 


coats 
of 
silks and 
sable 
and 


smeared them with mire and tallow 
to show his supreme disregard of 
line trappings. He 
wore 
coarse 


garb, but in the care of his wea- 
pons the Cussuck has always been 
punctilious.

States. The 


Cossacks have been expert swords- 
men for 
centimes. Their

The steppes in which 
they sought their livelihood 
were 


covered with grass often so high 
that only the head and shoulders 
of riders appeared above the top of 
it. Game was abundant in those 
thick tangles, fruit could 1)0 
ob- 


tained easily, the rivers teemed with 
lish. The wauls oE the. Cossacks 
were few and simple. They could 
do with much or little.

A Hird Sanctuary. 


Within the limit of a 5-cent fare 


of liridgc-port. Conn., with its lir>.- 
000 inhabitants, is a quiet place "f 
ten acres of hilly country, set apart 
for birds and entirely given over 
to them. 


This bird reservation lias l;ecn 


placed under the friendly care :ind 
protection of Mrs. Jlnlict Osirood 
Wright, author, for it was through 
her fondness for birds and lu-r la- 
bor for them that the place cnmo 
into existence. 
It hns b<-o.n named 


"r.irdcrnft Sanctuary" from the title 
of Jlrs. Wright's first book about 
birds. 


The first precaution, necessary 'o 


safeguarding "•'•"as the building of a 
rat-proof fence a round tho whole 
place. The Ftron^ wire meshes ex- 
Uml below (be ground, where it is 
firmly anchored, five feet up into 
the air, where the top is turned back 
away from the srour/ls. preventing 
cny .~.ni:nnl from surmounting it. 


As a visilor passes along one of 


FnirfieW's carefully kept roads, ho 
comes to the historic old "Pulpit 
Rock." on the summit Of which Is a 
nistic structure which nany years 
Ago was used as a puipi.t on bright 


separate apartment houses for th« 
birds. The other post is much low- 
er and its top is hollowed out, form- 
ing a high and safe drinking basin 
and bathing place for tho birds. 


Just -within this gateway is an 


artistic low structure, or bungalow, 
fitting 
so 
perfectly into its sur- 


roundings that it may seem to have- 
grown there. This bungalow is the 
home of the caretaker, whose prov- 
ince it is to keep all birdland well . 
guarded an well supplied with 
food. 
There are many little bird- 


houses on or near the bungalow, 
and lunch counters, too, all ready to 
serve meals_of corn, crumbs, suet, 
seeds or nuts at any hour. 


On going through the wire fence, 


one- finds the nesting places of cat- 
birds and thrushes hidden in tha 
low bushes near the ground. 
Sud- 


denly a peabody bird darts out from 
a bush at one side and flies to a 
nearby tree, where he can watch, 
the callers as they follow the wind- 
ing trail down to the pond, where 
the water birds may build in the 
rushes or the tall tangles. Thera 
are birdhouses of all sizes and kinds 
fastened to the trees, 
from 
on« 


small enough for the tiny house- 
wren to "one large enough for an 
owl or s. duck. 
There 
is 
food 


everywhere. Suet is tied 
to- 
the 


branches and there are large lunch 
counters on the ground, sheltered 
from the weather by a thick shield 
of 
cornstalks. 
These 
enclosure* 


resemble a tent with tho front 
thrown open to the warm sun. 
On 


tliis snug floor arc to be found sand, 
cracked corn and nuts. 
There are 


berry-bcuring trees and shrubs in. 
large variety 
which 
furnish the 


birds with many a favorite meal. 
Besides the pond of running water 
provided by the city of Bridgeport, 
there are rocks hollowed out and 
kept filled with water. 


.Although part of the mission of 


the "Rmlcraft Sanctuary" is to in- 
Urest and to instruct the people o£ 
the surrounding country in regard 
to its bird life, its primary object is 
the preservation 
of native birds, 


both for the sake of their beauty 
and their song and because of their 
economic value. In order that the 
feathered tenants of the sanctuary 
homes may be left in perfect quiet 
during tho nesting season, 
tho 


grounds will bo closed to the public 
in the spring and early summer.
